Kansas. — The telegraphic despatches of yester- 
day in relation to Kansas are of very startling im- 
port. They announce that the Free State Legisla- 
ture met at Toj»eka, the Free State capital of the 
Territory, on the 11th inst.; that Robinson, the 
Free State Governor, had sent in his message, re- 
commending an immediate and thorough organiza- 
tion of the so-called State Government and a codi- 
fication of the laws, and, furthermore, proclaiming 
his resolve to maintain his usurped authority at all 
hazards; that Gov. Walker, the lawful executive of 
Kansas, was on the spot and was plying his elo- 
quence upon the populace in vain; and, finally, that 
the spurious Legislature was proceeding deliber- 
ate'^to carry into -iffect the recommendations of 
the flTirious Governor, in defiance of law, and in 
the very teeth of the constituted authorities. 

This of course is rebellion of the rankest order. 
It is technically such a conflict of authority as the 
Dorr revolution in Rhode Island presented ten or 
fifteen years ago or as the Municipal revolution in 
New York city now presents, hurried, indeed, far 
beyond either of these examples in peril to civil 
liberty, not only by the more exasperating nature of 
the issue, but by the fact that the political and sec- 
tional passions of the nation flow into it. The hos- 
tile sections of the Union which have lieen waging 
in the halls of Congress such fierce and uncompro- 
mising; strife against each other for the last few 
years have now, lashed by demagogues and zealots 
into redoubled wildness, met face to face on the 
plains of Kansas, and may at this moment be ex- 
changing the signals of deadly combat. The sig- 
nificance of the event is truly fearful. The whole 
country may well hang upon it in breathless sus- 
pense, for the next breeze tfiat comes floating by 
from Kansas may bear tidings that will sicken the 
hearts of men and patriots. 

In this grave juncture, heaven grant that Gov. 
Walker may bear himself as I >etits his deep respon- 
sibilities. His position is critical in the extreme. 
Much, very much, depends on his firmness and de- 
cision, and perhaps still more on his popular adroit- 
ness. He must do his duty, indeed, and do it thor- 
oughly, uet at the same time he must so temper fi- 
delity v«jP» address as to conciliate while he con- 
quers. Otherwise his duty will be only half dis- 
charged. But a duty half discharged is better than 
total delinquency. Gov. Walker must both conquer 
and conciliate, if he can, but he must conquer at 
any rate. It is high time that this refractory spirit 
in Kansas was subdued. It cannot now continue 
without the most lamentable consequences to the 
caus.- af self-government. It cannot rage longer 
without overthrowing law in Kansas, and degrading 
the nation everywhere. The Topeka rebels must be 
put down at any cost; and Gov. Walker, in achiev- 
ing the task, has only to see to it that the cost, what- 
ever it is, rests upon their own heads alone. We 
hope and are disposed to Iwlieve that he will do it. 
Although we have no great opinion of his powers as 
a statesman, we do full justice to his tact and 
shrewdness as a politician, and have boundless con 
fidence in his ability to carry his point smoothly 
with a diversified border population, if he really sets 
hitnielf earnestly aliout it. Unquestionably there is 
at present a demand for all the skill as well as all 
the energy he possesses. And we see no reason to 
doubt tlwt he will bring both promptly into play. 
We trust tint he may do so effectively. 

It is clear tliat the rebels at Topeka and their scat- 
tered symp ithiztrs in the Territory and throughout 
the North are acting a desperately false and silly part. 
They profess to be putting themselves in opposition 
to the regular authorities of Kansas and to the Fed- 
eral Government ic-elf in defence of the right of the 
people of the Territory to frame their own constitu- 
tion, while the truth -notoriously is that the Topeka 
Constitntioa, in whose behalf they are raising this 
strife, was adopted a year and half ago at a little 
private Free State election, of which nobody but 
Free State men took the slighest notice, and only 
hundred of them. They are thus 



themselves the violators, and very flagrant violators 
too, of the right they plead in vindication of their 
treason. On the other hand, the regular authorities 
of Kansas, with the sanction of the Federal Govern- 
ment, expressly guarantee to the people of the Ter- 
ritory the free and complete exercise of the right 
to frame their own Constitution, and Governor 
Walker, fresh from the presence of the national Ex- 
ecutive, calls upon the whole of them in the most 
honeyed and persuasive terms to come up and exer- 
cise it, without fear or reproach. 

Why won't they go? They don't pretend to be 
afraid of either force or fraud. They have no ap- 
prehension whatever of the result. On the contra- 
ry, they boast that the Administration is secretly 
bending all its energies to make Kansas a free State, 
exactly what they want it to be. Why, then, do 
they raise the standard of rebellion on the eve of 
the peaceful consummation of their wishes? This 
is certainly an interesting question. They do it, 
ostensibly, because the Legislature under whose call 
the Constitutional Convention is to assemble is a 
"bogus" body, having, as they allege, been elected 
by outsiders; but, as they have uniformly recogniz- 
ed its legitimacy in regard to all subjects except that 
of slavery, and as their Governor, according to the 
telegraph, has even recommended the codification of 
its laws, this reason is manifestly a pretext, and a 
strangely contemptible one. H hat is the reason? 
We don't think it requires many glances or very 
sharp ones to perceive it. The Republicans, on 
the point of losing their shibboleth of "bleeding 
Kansas" through a stroke of party policy on the 
part of the Administration, evidently feel compelled 
to make the most of a vanishing "occupation." 
Unable much longer to turn the sufferings of Kan- 
sas to political account, they hope to inflict a blow 
upon the party which is about to ruin them by 
stealing their thunder that will at least prove some 
security for the future, if no indemnity for the past. 
They can't prevent Kansas from becoming a free 
State, if they would, but, on the sounding pre- 
text of upholding the right of self-government, they 
can plunge it anew in civil war,and lay the evil at the 
door of the Democracy. And this they seem re- 
solved to do. The bearing of the Topeka revolu- 
tionists and the language of their instigators in the 
North render no other inference possible. 

But the gravity of the crisis is not diminished by 
the baseness of the motives which produce it. Far 
from it. Whatever may be Gov. Walker's private 
wishes as a partizan, it is nothing more than his 
plain duty as the lawful Governor of Kansas to 
crush the Topeka movement, and he will not be 
blameless if he doesn't. And when we consider 
that his private wishes as a partizan coincide with 
his duty, we may be tolerably sure that his duty 
will lie performed. And if it is, there is room for 
the most serious apprehensions, and for little else. 
Nothing but the submission of the free State rebels 
to his authority promises to avert a hostile collision, 
and, unhappily, they have gone so far that the con- 
sequences of submission may seem more terrible than 
those of war to the knife. The country will await 
the next intelligence from Kansas with profound 
solicitude.

Constitutional Reform in California.— Ac- 
cording to the last intelligence from California, the 
Legislature of that State has |»ssed an act submit- 
ting to the people the question of the propriety of 
calling a convention to revise the constitution. The 
ostensible object of this movement is to enable Cali- 
fornia to legalize her public debt, and resume the 
payment of interest upon it. There are those, how- 
ever, who conceive that its real and leading object 
is nothing less than the division of California into 
three States. This notion is probably groundless. 
Such a project is no doubt talked of in certain Cali- 
fornia circles, as it has l»een ever since the State 
was organised, and as, indeed, it was before, but we 
think it can hardly be seriously entertained by any 
considerable portion of the people. It is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that it is, for if public opinion in 
California were sufficiently in its favor to justify 
the attempt to realize it, there would of course be 
no good reason for concealing it under a pretext. 
Constitutions are not made or modified simply by a 
parliamentary manoeuvre, matured in secresy, and 
sprung at a lucky moment upon a handful of nod- 
ding delegates, but are the fruit of thorough and 
open discussion and of the final delit>erate choice of 
the whole people. It may safely be taken for gran- 
ted that in this country no set of politicians would 
l>e silly enough to submit a call for a constitutional 
convention to the people without daring to confess 
the modifications they proposed to effect. The thing 
would be an absurdity. We accordingly conclude 
that the ostensible object of the California conven- 
tion is much nearer the real ono than is supposed 
in certain quarters. 



^"Necessity seems on the point of adding ano- 
ther to her countless brood of inventions. The war 
with China, threatening as it does to wax hotter, 
and probably interrupt the export of China's great 
and peculiar staple, has turned the thoughts of Eng- 
land to the practicability of obtaining tea from In- 
dia. The scheme is considered not by any means 
visionary. There is said to be an almost unbounded 
extent of countr.v at the foot of the Himalaya range 
suitable to the growth of tea of the finest and most 
valuable description. A correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times states that "the Indian Government is 
making great efforts to promote the growth of tea 
in these districts, or, at all events, is making the 
most liberal otters to men of enterprise. The terms 
on which they offer the land, provide plants, and as- 
sist settlers in every way, make success almost a 
certainty, and success during the first few years 
must lead to princely revenues eventually." This 
is doubtless pictured a little too warmly. Although 
it is not likely that the tea culture in India will labor 
under the same or as great difficulties as it does in 
some other extra-China parts, South Curolina for 
example, yet we think its perfect success even in 
India highly improbable. The prospect is anything 
but encouraging. Tea is certainly less congenial to 
India than cotton is, and England, with a thousand- 
fold stronger motive to impel her, has, as the whole 
world knows, made but a beggarly show at the cul- 
tivation of cotton there. For all practical purposes, 
it has been a failure, and the projected tea culture 
threatens to lie another.

RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

PORTLAND TELEtillAPH LINE.

The river commenced falling night before last, 
and up to last evening had receded about one foot. 
There were then over 7 feet water on the falls. The 
weather was very pleasant. 

The II. D. Xewcomb. — The Newcomb was una- 
voidably detained, but she leaves for New Orleans 
this evening positively. She is one of the finest and 
fastest boats afloat, and affords luxurious accommo- 
dations. Capt. Spotts and his clerks are ever atten- 
tive to the wants of travelers. 

The fine steamers R. M. Patten and W. B. Terry 
are up for the Tennessee river. Mr. Upson, of the 
Patton, has our thanks for a copy of the manifest. 

The Telegraph No. 3, commanded by Capt. Hil- 
dreth, with Mr. Topping as clerk, two officers who 
have no superiors and who are universally popular, 
is the Cincinnati mailboat. We are indebted to Mr. 
Topping for a copy of the manifest. 

The Emma Dean is the Carrollton packet. 

Our friend Pendleton, of the Dove, has laid us 
under obligations for a copy of the manifest. The 
Dove will leave for the Kentucky river this evening. 

Capt. Hiram R. Hazlett has purchased the steamer 
Ben Bolt, for the Missouri river trade. She cost 
him, after being thoroughly repaired, $14,000. 

Cairo and New Orleans Packets. — The steamers 
Ben Franklin and Belfast will ply throughout the 
summer season as packets between Cairo and New 
Orleans, one leaving Cairo every Tuesday after the 
arrival of the cars. They are large and splendid 
passenger boats. The Ben Franklin leaves there on 
Tuesday next, and passengers taking the cars on 
Monday morning will reach Cairo in time for her. 

Ferryboat Exploited.— The furry boat Brothers, at 
Kickapoo, on the Missouri river, exploded on the 
morning of the 11th, injuring seven persons and two 
fatally. 

The Municipal Difficulties in New York 
We give this morning a full account of the difficul- 
ties between the State and Municipal authorities of 
New York. Our readers are aware that there have 
been f„r some time two set of policemen, one called 
the Municipal police, of which Mayor Wood is the 
head and front, and the other the Metropolitan police, 
which is appointed and governed by a Board of Com- 
missioners created by the new charter, and over 
which Simeon Draper presides. Mayor Wood has 
refused to acknowledge the authority of this new 
organization, contending that the charter was uncon- 
stitutional. Both the Superior and Supreme Courts 
have decided against him, aud the case is now before 
the Court of Apjwals. 

The present difficulty has arisen from the same 
cause. The Street Commissioner died. The old 
barter prescribed that the vacancy should be tilled 
by appointment by the Mayor, but by the new law 
it devolves upon the Governor of the State to till the 
vacany. The latter appointed Mr. Connolly, but 
Mayor Wood drove him by force out of the office. 

New Boats — Launch. — Mr. Nadal, one of our 
best and most enterprising boat builders, will launch 
at 4 o'clock this evening, from his yard near the 
saw nulls, Capt. Parr's new boat. It is a stern- 
wheeler, and intended for low water. The hull is 
145 feet long, beam 31 feet, and depth of hole 4>£ 
feet. Messrs. Inman, Gault & Co. are bnilding the 
machinery, and Downs, Mitchell & Co. the cabin. 

Mr. Nadel has also another large boat on the 
stocks for the Missouri river, which he is building 
fo^ Capt. Baldwin. It is to be 210 feet long, 33 feet 
bteani, and C feet hold. Messrs. Glover & Son are 
building the engines for it, and Messrs. Downs, 
Mitchell & Co. the cabin. It will be ready for 
launching in five or six weeks.

The conspirators, in- 
stigated it is supposed by the Spanish Government, 
ware agents and supporters of the ex-Dictator Santa 
Anna. Their plan to get possession of the Govern- 
ment and murder the President was happily discov- 
ered and frustrated, and the ringleaders were prompt- 
ly punished. The returns indicate that Gen. Com- 
onfort is reelected President by an overwhelming 
majority. Great defensive preparations were going 
on at Vera Cruz, in anticipation of the threatened 
invasion.

Secret Societies is France. — The trial of the 
persons charged with Itelonging to a society, the ob- 
ject of which was to upset the French Government, 
has just terminated.

From California.— We have been informed by 
one of the parties interested, that there is now being 
stored in the warehouses at San Francisco many 
hundreds of tons of gold bearing quartz to be shipped 
to New York as ballast in returning ships. The 
quartz is to be dissolved in water, in large quantities, 
and all the gold precipiut'-d. The "liquid flint" 
thus accumulating in immense quantities is said to 
be very valuable, as a base , for building and orna- 
mental purposes. The gentleman engaged in the 
above enterprise is a resident of California, and one 
of the most extensive operators there in quartz 
mining. He says, that, from his own experience 
and knowledge, not one-tenth of the gold is saved 
by auy of the known processes in California. Hence 
his reasons for adapting Benjamin Harding's method 
of dissolving, &c, as above stated.

The mingled anxiety and pleasure with which 
each candidate for the reward of his four years of 
drill and study heard his name were naturally sub- 
jects of remark.

Washington, June 15. 

Private letters from a memlier of General Santa 
Anna's family state that this veteran aud successful 
chief will return to Mexico and head a revolution 
within ninety days. Santa Anna'-, own manifesto 
discloses a design of this sort. At the head of bis 
own party, which lias never been eutirely crushed, 
and ai led by the Church and all who are discontent- 
ed with the Commonfort Government and hostile 
to the Constitutional Government, which is to l»e es- 
tablished in September, Santa Anna may again be 
favored by fortune, aud perhaps carry into effect his 
scheme for re-establishing the empire under the 
guaranties of the Church and the army. 

The election of a President, under the new con- 
stitution of Mexico, was in progress at the List dates, 
and it appeared probable that it would result in the 
choice of Gen. Commonfoit. In September the new 
constitutional government is to be inaugurated. It 
is probable that Santa Anna intends to make his 
demonstration at or before that time. 

Santa Anna is prepared to sell one-half of Mexico 
in order to obtain means to rule over the other. He 
would rather fight Mexicans than Apaches, and will, 
therefore, sell the whole country which is suMect to 
Indian depredations, and throw in Lower California 
and Tehuantepec. Gen. Commonfort would, no 
doubt, anticipate him iu this movement, but he is 
debarred by his own decree from alienating territo- 
ry without the assent of Congress, from "which it 
could not be obtained. 

The question occurs whether Santa Anna in his 
expedition to Mexico is to I* aided by Spiin? It 
appears very probable that he is to have aid. direct- 
ly or indirectly, from the Spanish naval and milita- 
ry forces in Cuba. This may be the substitute for 
the talked of Spanish invasion, and it may be a part 
of the scheme to guarantee to Spain the posses-ion 
of Cuba, and perhaps to designate a Spanish prince 
as his successor in the empire. 

The California papers state that in consequence of 
the extravagant price demanded by the Panama Hue 
for a passage, a number of parties* consisting both 
of gentlemen and ladies, have been formed for the 
purpose of returning across the plains. The over- 
land route will be preferred hereafter, both as more 
economical and agreeable. Even if the Nicaragua 
transit should be reopened, it will be, no doubt, so 
controlled as to benefit the Panama monotxdy. 

I mentioned in rav last that Gen. Walker had 
called upon the President, but not in relation to his 
affairs. It is stated, however, that he made a com- 
plaint of the interference of Capt. Davis, aud that 
the President requested him to reduce it to writing.

The Tomb of Tasso. — The genial and accom- I 
plished foreign correspondent of the Newark Ad- ! 
vertiser, under date of Rome, May 8th, 1857, des- | 
cribes the final inuming of the ashes of the poet I 
Tasso as follows: 

After mouldering undisturbed for 262 years un- 
der the simple slab placed over them by the pious 
monks of St. Onofrio, whose kindly ministrations 
soothed his last hours, the remains of the poet Tas- j 
so have at last been transferred to the long-pro- 
jected tomb provided for them in a new chapel of 
the same sanctuary. The noteworthy solemnity 1 
was performed on "the anniversary of his death in 
presence of a large commission of civil, ecclesiasti- 
cal, and academic diguitarie •, under the superin- 
tendence of Prince Orsini, Senator of Rome. Arch- 
bishop Bedini conducted the religious rites, the 
crowded church was clothed in deep mourning, and 
numerous symbols of the virtues of the poet were 
fitly displayed in a sumptuous catafalco raised in 
the midst of the nave. The old leaden coffin con- ' 
taining the remains was so much decayed that it ' 
was raised with difficulty; but the poetic ashes 
were carefully transferred to the appointed urn, 
which also holds a certified memorandum of the ' 
ceremonial in a glass tube, and deposited in the 
monument. 

This memorial of Italy's most charming poet was 
conceived some thirty years ago by the sculptor Fa- 
bris, who* unflagging zeal has finally achieved it 
with th*. tardy aidof the present Pope and some oth- 
er sovereigns. The chapel is rich with illustrative 
inscriptions, frescoes, marbles, cornices, &c. The 
frescoes recall such incidents as the complimentary 
public reception accorded to him on his last visit to 
Rome, his subsequent presentation to Clement VIII, 
in the Vatican, when the laurel crown was decreed 
to him — "that from you it mav receive as much 
honor as in times past it has conferred on others" — 
and the administration of the Papal benediction on 
the dying man, surrounded by the sympatliising 
fathers of the monastery. This crowning scene of a 
sorrowful life superseded the appointed coronation 
in the Capitol. The monument symbolizes loth his 
faith and his vocation. On a broad base, covered 
with bas-relief portraits of his most eminent friends, 
rises a richly inscribed niche containing a portrait 
statute leaning against the trunk of a laurel — which 
a fond father early fancied would become green again 
for the glory of his son — in the glowing moment of 
invoking celestial aid for the opening epic in his 
hand— 

O heavenly muse tuid not with fading bays 
Mil st the brow, Ac. 

The "blessed Virgin," accompanied by a choir of 
angels, sheds her benediction upon the undertaking 
from the marble clouds which surround the statue 
mausoleum. The academicians subsequently had 
quite another celebration of the anniversary in the 
amphitheater near Tasso's oak, consisting of a dis- 
course, recitations from his poetry, and an original 
hymn by Madame Mille, quite worthy of the occa- 
sion. I should be glad to give you a translation; 
but no one not intimately familiar with the nice and 
mingling shades of meaning — the extreme delicacy 
of the diction and the prosody, which harmonize ex- 
quisitely with the passion and imagen.- they clothe — 
can transfer all the mother-of-pearl tints of Italian 
poetry; or unite the nice links of harmony in a lan- 
guage, the untractable parts of whose prosody are 
founded upon principles so different from those of 
our own. 

Tasso has l«en singularly fortunate as an author. 
Though rendered miserable through life in conse- 
quence of an impracticable passion, he enjoyed the 
fullest measures of contemporary admiration, and 
time, which subverts all partial awards, lias con- 
firmed his, so that his works continue to receive their 
full portion of appreciation. If not the first among 
the literary Italians in native endowments, he was 
confessedly superior to any of thein in personal and 
intellectual accomplishments. He was thoroughly 
learned in all the learning of his time; and Voltaire, 
who disparaged Dante, thought that if he had not 
been the Homer, he might have been the Plato or 
Galileo of the age.

Mkssrs. Editors: Being about to leave the city 
under an engagement of some standing to be absent 
a couple of weeks, I have a parting word for our re- 
visionist friends. Evidently these men have come 
to be possessed with the idea that their names are 
exceedingly formidable— hence their eagerness to 
have a tUt'with everything; a spirit that sooner or 
later is alwavs destined to meet with discomfiture 
and disgrace. Whit could be more gratuitous 
than their coarse, arrogant, and vindictive assault 
on my little harmless notice of Dr. Judd's Review? 
Promptly, at first, came their eager replies, waxing 
louder and longer on the astonished ear.

Dr. Judd, we are told, "trumped up 
a pretendedftiaim for £1, 000 upon the Bible Union," 
and although it was a "scandalous bill," a "vile pre- 
tence," Dr. Cone and his co-managers "paid it by 
a contribution from their own pockets," Spencer 
Cone heading the subscription w ith $250. From 
that moment Spencer Cone predicted that the Bible 
Union were to have trouble with O. B. Judd.

Destruction of Property — Loss of Life — 
Whirlwind in New York — Singular Phenomena. — 
Several violent whirlwinds visited different parts of 
the State of New York last Saturday, causing great 
damage to dwellings and fences, and destroying 
some lives. The following we abridge from the 
Utica Herald, of Monday last: 

Ou Saturday afternoon very many of onr citizens notic- 
ed the appearance of a very remarkable formation of ne- 
bulous or cloudy substance extending from the heavens 
nearly to the earth, where it seemed to diminish almost to 
a point, but expanding gradually us it ascended, until the 
peculiar form was lost in the clouded sky. This remark- 
able and tunnel-like column of cloudy mint passed over the 
city about 4 o'clock, and was remarked not only by its pe- 
culiar appearance, but by a rushing, buzzing noise as it 
swept off in the direction of Deerfield. It soon passed 
from sight, and wan made the sportive conversation for the 
hour, without the ler.st just conception of what the body 
consisted, or of its destructive power. 

At Mr. N. Budlong's the mysterious agency settled to the 
earth, and in an instance scattered a baru to pieces, and 
tore up several trees on the opposite side of the road;' next 
the well house of Mrs. Itfchardson, which was standing di- 
rectly in a South-easterlv line from where it first touched 
the earth, was demolished, and quite a number of trees in 
her orchard were destroyed: the path of destruction then 
tended in a direct Hue to the South-east, as marked by 
numerous prostrated twee and riddled houses, until it ap- 
proached the Baptist personage house, occupied by a Mr 
John Warren. 

Mr. W. informs us that he was engaged in his garden at 
about 4 o'clock and saw the approach of a cloudy object 
as it threw up the trees. As its course pointed in the direc- 
tion of his own house he ran to the dwelling, caught two of 
his older children, and called to his wife to save the other 
three and herself by following him to the cellar The hus- 
band had descended two or three steps with his charge 
and the wife, with an infant and two older children had! 
reached the cellar door when the house was struck The 
whole frame work was lifted from the stone foundation- 
the entire wood work above the first floor was carried 
some twenty feet and then dropped in grand perfection of 
ruin, while the first floor with the steaMtl attached, which 
caught in the foundation, was finall/ turned roof-like over 
the entire mass. 

Mr. Warren, with two of the chil lren, remained in the 
cellar enclosure, without injury; Mrs. Warren was found 
on the grouud about ten feet from the cellar door, almost 
entirely stripped of her clothing, and so severely injured 
about her neck and body that she died within an hour after 
tile calamiU , although entirely conscious; her infant was 
found near by aud almost entirely free from injury yet 
utterly destitute of clothing: a little boy who was following 
his mother to the cellar is now lying unconscious from the 
wounds he received in the common wreck. His recovery

Next in the due south-easterly line of its course it uproot- 
ed several large trees, scattered the fences, crossed theroad 
and demolished a large barn, belonging to Mr. .lohnM 
Budlong. This building wai of recent and very substantial 
build, and 36 by 50 feet upon its base, yet the destructive 
element tore it to pieces , scattering large timbers about the 
fields at a distance of from five to fifteen rods, distributing 
the roof iu various directions, and actually taking up an 
iron cylinder threshing machine, weigliinp ]«erhaps four 
hundred pounds, and deposited it at least eighte feet from 
the barn.

About eighty rods further on in a direct line, a smaller bain 
belonging to the same gentleman was demolished, and what 
is a little singular in this iustauce, but little of the material 
of which it was constructed is to be found anywhere. A few 
shivered boards aud timbers alone attest to its previous ex- 
istence. The dwelling of Mr. Bud long had a narrow escape 
A shingle or two torn from one comer of the roof indicate 
how narrowly it escaped destruction. 

Beyond the premises of Mr. B., forabout a mile, prostrato 
trees and fences evidence the track of the destructive mes- 
senger. It, however, seemed to have released its hold upon 
the earth soon after leaving the farm of Mr. B.. for it was 
distinctly seen to rise from the surface and dissolve its con- 
ical shape into a general cloudy form. The phenomenon 
was followed by violent rain and wind. Two men at work 
in a field saw the strange apparition approach, and took to 
their heels, barely escaping its track as it passed on. It 
seemed to raise from the earth in four or five minutes from 
the time it was first seen, and the evidences before us of 
destructiou lie in a district not over fouror five miles in ex- 
tent, in a due south-easterly direction from where its first 
touch was felt, and in a track about fifteen rods in width 
Whatever of material substance presented itself in this 
track was swept away, and the ruin presented is certainly 
fearful to behold. 

The following is fro .. the Oswego Times: 
A Terrible Whirlwind— Probable Loss of Life— Build- 
vnos Unroofed—Tree* Upturned— Barns. Shovels and 
Tree-tups jimna thn.uvh the air—Ivmumse Loss of 
Property— The Comet supposed to have struck. 
During the prodigious storm of rain which deluged the 
earth on Saturday afternoon, one of the most remarkable 
and destructive whirlwinds we have ever heard of visited 
the section of country lying to the south-west of this city 
in the town of Oswego. ' 

The tornado commenced at a point five miles south-west 
of the city, near the residence of Mr. Peter Simmons. 
During the storm two large clouds were observed rushing 
together with immense force: the noise of their collision re- 
sembled the report of a cannon, and was heard at a consid- 
erable distance. The wind seems to have leaped from the 
clouds, and descended towards the earth; the entire roof of 
a barn belonging to Mr. Simmons was taken off, and the 
fragments, boards, shingles, aud pieces of rafters strewed 
along for the distance of a mile aud a quarter. 

The whirlwind passed on and uext struck the dwelling 
house of Mr. James Cole, tore out the gable end and took 
up the building, actually turning it half round on its foun- 
dation! IncredibieasthUappears.it is strictly true, and 
the front door of the house which formerly opened towards 
the street, now opens into a lot adjoining the yard Mr 
and Mrs. Cole were absent at the time, leaving two children 
in the house. It may well be supposed that on their return 
they were considerably astonished at the appearance of 
things, though overjoyed to find their children unharmed 
except from fright. The wind having spent its malice and 
fury at this point, departed on its journey to the eastward. 

The orchard of Mr. Oliver Foster was next in its course. 
This was completely prostrated, some of the trees taken up 
and tossed hither and thither at the sport of the destroyer, 
and the tops of the trees sent flyiug through the air at a 
great distance. 

The whirlwind having thus executed its p-trpose in des- 
troying property, next mads an attempt upon life, with but 
too fearful success. A German teamster, named Martin 
Schwader, in the employ of Mr. Furuiss, who owns a saw 
mill in that region, was loadiug staves in a wagon. Old 
Mr. Furnis was handing him the staves while the teamster 
took them aud stowed them away in the wagon. The at- 
tention of the two men was attracted by a singular noise, 
when, looking upwards, they saw a common barn shovel 
flying through the air over their heads, at about thirty feet 
from the grouud, and twirling around in the most singular 
manner. 

Naturally enough their eyes were riveted upon this re- 
markable phenomenon, and the next instant a small maple 
tree, standing nearly its length from the wagon, was caught 
by the wind and the top of it thrown directly across the 

the staves, and 
latter was but 
— in was at hand. 

The top of the tree was cut away, and the unfortunate Ger- 
man found lying on the staves, which were covered by his 
blood from the mouth aud head. He was taken up insen- 
sible, aud medical aid procured from this city as soon as 
possible. At last accounts he was still insensible, and it is 
thought he cannot survive. 

After this blloody exploit, the tornado sped on to a wood 
lot of about ten acres, owned by Gilbert A Penfield. 
Throughout the whole ten acres there is not • tree left 
standing, while their tops were broken off and carried 
through the air to an incredible distance. Mr. Gilbert per- 
ceiving the devastation, and every kind of movable thing 
ily'ug through the air, rushed into the house, and called 
upon the family to come out as soon as possible, "for the 
come' had struck, and their time upon earth was short." 
He is probably considerably astonished to find himself on 
this sublunary sphere to-day, after having fully made up 
his nnod to leave it for— he knew not where. 

Not satisfied yet, the whirlwind nezt attacked two barns 
belonging to Mr. Henry Rowe, and utterly destroyed both. 
One of them was taken from the "underpinning" and car- 
ried bodily about four rods, where it fell to the earth a heap 
of ruins. The other barn was broken iu pieces, and strew- 
ed about in all directions. Mr. Uowe also seems to have 
had the same idea concerning this remarkable phenome- 
non. Mounting his horse he rode as quickly as possible to 
Fitch's Corners, aud hurriedly inquired of those he met if 
they did not believe the comet had struck. Considering the 
fact of these wonderful occurrences happening on the 13th 
of June— the day set by a German astrouomer for the des- 
truction of the earth— it is not to be wondered at that a 
somewhat credulous man should entertain this idea, placed 
in these singular and appalling circumstances. 

Beyond the barns of Mr. Rowe. the course of this whirl- 
wind is marked distinctly to the Oswego river, by upturned 
trees here aud tln-re, through orchards and wood lots, but 
after getting about one mile east of Mr. Rowe's residence, 
its principal fury seems to have been spent, and its traces

MAYOR WOOD'S REBELLION. 
The City Hall and Park -ere yesterday the scene of un- 
usual excitement and disorder. The violent measures 
reported to the day previous in the street Commissioner's 
office drew a large crowd of people to the Park. At about 
niue o'clock in the morning Mr. Conover, who has been 
appointed Street Commissioner to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Mr. Taylor, appeared at the Deiiartment 
and was, by Mr Turner and the Mayor's police, refused 
admittance te the desk he had occupied the day previous. 
Mr. Conover thereforo took a position inside the rail of the 
outer office, and was attended by Messrs. Peckham Pol 
lock, and some other clerks of the Department. All passed 
off quietly for near an hour, during which tiuie Mr tone- 
ver discharged one of the duties of street Commissioner 
by giving a permit to a building for time in the removal of 
some rubbish from the street. 

A large number of citizens crowded about the Hall of 
Records, but few were admitted. There was however the 
usual number of rowdies aud loafers allowed withiu the 
walls. The Mayor's police force, led on by < x-I ieutenaut 
Bennett and the Deputy Sheriffs, were stat sued iu the of- 
fice and on the stairway leading to the low r floor while 
several hundreds of the Mayor's newly orrnuizi d day and 
night watch were in reserve in the City Hal and Hark 

At lu o'clock, Mr Bennett requested M.. Conover to 
leave the office, saying he was acting as Deputy Sheriff as 
well as Police Captain, and had orders to put him out Mr 
Conover produced his pajiers, showing the authority of hi? 
api>ointment, and refused to go. Mr. Bennett ordered ex 
Sarg. ant Lewis, of the Sccoud Ward, toejectMr Couover 
but the latter resisted and would not go. A number of the' 
members of the late police then rushed upon him aud he 
still resisted, but, finding he would be violently ejected he 
suffered himself to walk out with Mr. Bennett— the Maj- 
or's police, who were stationed along the stairwav and' cor- 
ridors, making insulting remarks as he passed them. 

Mr Conover was, however, calm aud dignifii d, and pre- 
ferred for the present to take legal measures. He was well 
received by his friends in the park, and at once repaired 
to the office of his legal advisers. Iu the meantime the 
Mayor's watchmen, with consent of his new subject Mr 
Turner, late deputy locked up the office, but, as was stated" 
under protest from the sheriff. 

The sheriff thought he had deputies enough to keep pos- 
session of the furniture, books, pai*rs, Ac, without resort- 
ing to such measures as adopted by the Mayor 

Mr. Conover, by advice of D. D. Field, Esq , and ether 
counsel, procured a warrant from the Superior Court, for 
the arrest of the Mayor to answer a charge of assault' and 
battery. Another warrant was, on complaint of Mr Con- 
over, issued by Recorder Smith, charging the Mayor with 
lucitiug a riot. 

There seemed to be some apprehension on the part of 
the Mayor, that such proceedings would be taken, and 
some "00 or *00 of his day and night watchmen were sta- 
tioned in the city Hall. The crowd increased in the I-ark 
aud there was iutense excitement in and around the Hall' 
About 2M P. M., Capt. Walling, of the MetroiKditan no-. 
lice, went to the mayor's office with the recorder's warrant 
and obtained admittance to the inner room, but the mayor 
refusing to recognize his authority, as policeman, would 
not suffer the warrant to be executed, aud ordered his of- 
ficers to put him out. Capt Walling did not resist, being 
alone and left the office. A few minutes afterwards Coro- 
ner Perry, who had possession of the civil warrant from 
Judge Hoffman, called at the mayor's office, aud was ad- 
mitted as far as the railiug. He sent word to the mayor 
that he wished to see him and an answer came from the 
mayor that he would not comply. 

The officer who brought out the refusal said it was the 
orders of the Mayor to eject the coroner from the office 
and proceeded to carry out such direction. The c ,roner 
made no resistance and left. He then went to the record- 
er's office, where Mr. Field was waiting, and took legal ad- 
vice as to his course of action. The criminal warrant was 
put iu the hands of Sheriff Willet, who reported that he 
could not execute it, the Mayor's office being so strongly 
guarded by policemen. 

Major General Sandford was then at the recorder's of- 
fice, and a requisition having been made by Coroner Perry 
for the calling out of the military, the necessity of it was 
for some time taken into consideration. A riot having been 
anticipated, companies of the National Guard had bton iu 
readiuess at the arsenal most of the day. 

It was deemed advisable for the Coroner to make anoth- 
er effort to serve the process, and he was accomi>anied by 
fifty of the Metropolitan Policemen, under the command 
of Lieut. Sebblng, of the 9th precinct. The men inarched 
over to the City Hall with the Coroner, and on arriving at 
the rear steps of the Hall, which was strongly guarded by 
the Mayor's Police, they were rushed on by over 100 ruf- 
fians, who commenced a most furious assault upon the offi- 
cers of the law, aud were stimulated and set on by oaths 
and yells from the Mayor's Watchmen. Clubs and other 
weapons were used by the rowdies, and prominent among 
those who figured in the attack were Alderman Wilson of 
the First Ward; Eugene Sullivan, a fighting man from the 
Fourth Ward; and Councilman Hughes, from the Sixth 
Ward. Many of the mob climbed trees, breakiug off the 
limbs to use them as clubs against the Metropolitan officers. 
The most fiendish oaths aud threats were uttered, and the 
whole demonstration was one of the most savage ever at- 
tempted in the city. 

The Mayor's watchmen, instantly after the attack was 
made by the mob, rushed out upon the metropolitan of- 
ficers, beating them while down with their clubs, aud kick- 
ing them in the face. A small force of It men against the 
Mayor's force of nearly 1,000 watchmen and fighting men 
had therefore no chance, and they had to retreat to the 
Recorder's, office in Chambers street as quickly as possible 
They were followed most of the way by the savage mob' 
who, being of the lowest grade brought from the vilest 
haunts ot the city, were incapable ot reason, and would 
let their brutal iustiuct lead them, under their Mayor to 
any extent. The coroner fortunately escaped iujury, 'but 
upwards of a dozen of the Metropolitan police were se 
verely wounded. The Recorder's office soon presented the 
appearance of a hospital. Five of the wounded men were 
brought in bleeding profusely from their wounds, and the 
corouer reported that his attempt to serve the process had 
again been resisted, and, with the Recorder, urged the ne- 
cessity of having the military immediately in the Park. 

Generals Sandford and Hall were present, aud were 
readily convinced that the services of the military were re- 
quired. The 7th regiment of the National Guard were 
soon marching to the Park. In the mean time, Deputy 
Superintendent Car|>enter arrived with over a hundred 
men, and expressed bis readiuess to go to the City Hall 
and serve any process put iu hi.- hands, at a ! l hazard' 
Captains Speight, Hartt, and Turnbull and Lieutenant 
Hutchings were also present with their forces, and there 
were over two hundred Metropolitan policemen ready to 
act. The Veco-der, however, thought it would be mad- 
ness to send them against the Mayor's ibices, who were 
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disapjiear entirely on reaching the river. 

Such is a brief but truthful account of a whirlwind which 
we do not believe ever had its equal on this globe for fury 
and prodigious power, and which stretched over a section 
ot about five miles, marking its course with destruction to 
everything that came in its way. The loss of property can- 
not be less tha n sj-25,000.

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The appearance of the National Guard somewhat cool- 
ed the ardor of the mob, and the Mayor, under their iuflu- 
ence ; allowed himself to be visited by the Coroner, and ta- 
ken into custody. Counsel were present, however, with 
sureties, and the Mayor was bailed without leaving his of- 
fice, his brother, Benjamin Wood, and John Fitzpatrick 
becoming his bondmen in &a,000. This writ being served, 
the Sheriff then went into the Mayor's office with the Re- 
corder's warrant, and declared the Mayor under arrest. A 
habeas corpus nad, however, b*eu prei>ared, isaued by 
City Judge Russell, and requiring the Sheriff to keep him 
in his custody until the matter was pas-ed upon. Judge 
Russell took care to be' out of the way that the writ would 
not be argued, and the Mayor could uot be lawfully taken 
before the Recorder on that warrant 

The Sheriff reported this stejp of the case to the Recor- 
di r. and said he would ke. p the Mayor, who was still iu his 
office, in custody until JudjkdHKll di.-; o.-ed of the writ. 

The Park mob having laJKlfcroats to burn the Record- 
er's house, as well as his office, and Mr. Conover's house, 
<Stc, it was thought advisable to keep a military force in 
readiuess daring the night, which wai done. 

The indignation of citizens against the Mavor and his 
political watchmen and shoulder-hitters was intense during 
the day, and last evening it almost amounted to tne for- 
mation of a Vigilance Committee. 

The Board ot Aldermen met in the afternoon »t 5 o' 
clock, and confirmed the Mayor's nomination of Charles 
Develiu as Street Commissioner. Mr. Develin h the lead- 
ing street contracter, and has now very heavy contracts 
with the city. His fitness for the office and the motives in 
placing him there will be seen from that circumstance. 
Mr. Develin was escorted by some of the Mayor's watch- 
men, immediately after being sworn in last evening, to 
the Street Commissioner's office, and declared by the mob 
to be duly inaugurated. Mr. Conover will contest his 
right. 

The coroner had warrants for ex-Lieut. Bennett and Mr. 
Turner, but could not find either to arrest them up to last 
evening. 

The following is a list of the wounded Metropolitans: 
Crawford, 17th Ward, badly injured— skull smashed in; 
it is feared th.it he cauuot recover. Crawford is an old 
man over rio years of age, and was the first to draw his club 
in si If -defence. He was taken to the chief's office, under 
the City Hall, and couveyed home in a carriage.

A demurrer to the petition was sustained in the Circuit 
Court Whether the facts stated iu the petition constitute 
a cause of action was the only question presented for the 
consideration of this Court 
Judge Duvall delivered the opinion of the C'onrt 
Held — That the demurrer was properly sustained An 
act of the Legislature of Kentucky (Session acts 1*64, page 
72) provides, in substance, that any person who shall bet 
anything of value upon an election under the cousti-uti» n 
and laws of tins State, or of the L'nited States, shall «Ml 
and pay one hundred dollars, to be recovered by iK 
ment. "And iu addition to th fine aforesaid if the pE 
winning shall receive the sum of money or other th^ ^ 
bet or its value, or anything therefor, the sum of mt 
so received, or the value oi anything else so received, 
be forfeited to the Commonwealth, and may be recorarea 
by any appropriate action, in the name of the Common- 
wealth, before the Circuit Court," Jcc. The »ecou«l section 
of this act provides that the fines arising under the act or 
the amount which may be recovered as aforesaid shall eo 
two-thirds to the common school fund and the remaining 
third to the use of the attorney for the Commonwealth^? 
county- attorney, where they shall procure a conviction of 
the offender. 

Whatever ta*y have been the rights of the plaintiff un- 
der the law as it stood prior to the passage of this act to 
recover the value of the thing lost by him as alleged it Ls 
very clear that such right is taken away by the latter' act 
and vested in the Commonwealth aloue for the use of the' 
school lund.ic. 

It was contended on behalf of appellant that he could 
maintain this action under sections 1 and 2 of chanter on 
gaming. Rev. Stat (l«ge 3rt9). Whether this positiion be 
correct or not, the court did not deem it necessary to de- 
cide, since in their opinion, if such an action as this could 
be maintained by an individual under these sections of the 
Revised statutes, the right to maintain it is taken away by 
the act of 1354, and vested iu the Commonwealth. The 
right to recover the money or thing lost cannot exist at the 
same time in the Commonwealth and an individual Such 
could never have been the intention of the Legislature 

Without deciding thequeetion, the court say that it may 
be weU questioned whether the sections of the Revised 
Statutes on gaming above referred to can be regarded as 
embracing a bet or a wooer on an a election. No i>enalty 
for the specific offense of betting on elections is provided 
for in these sections. The terms employed are broad and 
comprehensive, but its denunciations are directed against 
the offense of gaming, aud the court would hesitate To de- 
termine that an election, under the constitution and laws 
of the L'nited States, could proi«erly be called a "aame " 
within the meaning of the Revised Statutes or in any other 
sense.

Gully vs Ray, Ac, from Garrard Circuit 

The widow of Appellant brought this action to 
dower in a tract of laud which her husband bad in ,~, 
sum for a number of years, but which he sold and disiKised 
of previous to his death. «~-— 

Gully settled on the- land in question in 1*06, and subse- 
quently purchased it by executory contract from Anderson 
and \ anclever. The exact time of this purchase does not 
appear from the testimony. Enough, however, appears to 
show that it was subsequent to 1M*. In 1*24 he sold or ex- 
changed it to a man named Jones, and put him into pos- 
session of it, having only an equitable title lo it at the time 
Afterwards, in the year HM, Jones having died, and his 
heirs desiring to obtain the legal title to it, procured, 
through their agent, the execution of a deed of convey! 
ance by Anderson and Vanclever to Gully, the plaintiff's 
husband, and one from the latter to themselves. Both 
deeds were executed on the same day, aud the title was 
conveyed to Gully in order that he might convey it to the 
heirs of his vendee with a covenant of warranty Under 
the* circumstances, is Gully's widow entitled to dower in 
the land* 

Judge Simpson delivered the opinion of the Court: 
Held— According to the principles of the commou Isw, 
the wife was entitled to dower In those lands onlv of the 
husband of which the husband had the legal title But 
since the law in respect to trust . -tales was changed by 
statute, it has been decided that the widow is entitled to 
dower where the husband had such an equitable title as 
would have authorised a Court of Chaneerv to compel the 
vendor to convey to him the legal title (4 Mon. 2W* ; 4 J. J. 
Mar. H7). But she is not entitled to dower in land to which 
her husband had an equitable title merely, and which he 
sold and disposed of before his death. She is entitled to 
dower in such equitable estate* merely as Ix-longed to him 
at the time of his death (Hamilton vs. Hughes, 6 J. J. Mar. 

According to these principles the appellant is not entitled 
to dower in this case, uule.->s she became entitled to it in 
consequence of the conveyance of the legal title to her hus- 
band by his vendors, in order that he might be enabled to 
convey it to the heirs of his vendee. 

A widow is not dowable of laud, of which her husband 
was not beneficially seized during the coverture. In con- 
formity with this principle it has been decided that she is 
not entitled to dower in land which the hu.-band had be- 
fore the marriage sold by executory contract either verbal 
or written, although he did not convey the legal title to the 
purchaser until after he was married. (Dean's heirs vs. 
Mitchell's heirs, 4 J. J. Mar. 451; tlldham vs. Sale, Ac., I 
B. Mon. 77). Now, in this case, the husband had parted 
with his equitable title to the laud and with the rnTssilon 
of it, before he obtained the legal till-. H • hvld the legal 
title in trust— it conferred on him no beneficial interest in 
the land, but was acquired for the benefit of. and conveyed 
immediately by bis deed to the heirs ot his vendee. It was 
not such a beneficial seizure, therefore, as entitles the wife 
to dower. 

The same docirine applies when the husband takes a con- 
veyance in fee, and at the same time mortgages the, land 
back to the grantor, or to a third person, to secure ' 
meut of the purchase money. Dower cannot be 
as against rights under that mortgage. The husbai 
deemed sufficiently seized by * ur h an instantaneous passage 
of the title iu and out of him to entitle his wife to dower 
as against the mortgagee. (Holbrookvs. Finney, 4 Mass. 
Rep. 5B»>; Stow vs. Tiffit, 15 Johns 45"). 

The purchaser is not estopped by the husband's deed from 
explaining the nature of bus seizure, and showing that it 
was not of such a character as entities his wife to dower In 
the land.
